On  Saturday  evening,  April  16,  the  Gover- 
nor Dummer  Glee  Club  participated  in  the 
fifth  annual  New  England  Preparatory 
School  Music  Festival.  Seven  other  schools 
took  part,  including  the  Beaver  Country 
Day  School,  Milton  Academy,  Dana  Hall 
School,  Walnut  Hill  School,  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy,  Phillips  Academy  at  Andover, 
and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music. 

The  group,  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr. 
Malcolm  Holmes,  Dean  of  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  and  with  the  ac- 
companiment of  the  Conservatory  orches- 
tra, presented  a  very  enjoyable  program. 
The  selections  embodied  a  wide  variety  of 
styles.  After  opening  the-  concert  with  an 
Easter  Cantata  by  Johann  Sebastian  Bach, 
the  chorus  then  sang  Alleluia  by  the  con- 
temporary composer  Randall  Thompson.  Al- 
so on  the  program  were  numbers  by  Schu- 
man,  Brahms,  Haydn,  and  the  finale,  La 
Belle  Helene,  by  Offenbach,  sung  in  French. 

The  various  glee  clubs  arrived  at  Sym- 
phony Hall,  Boston,  about  two  in  the  after- 
noon for  a  final  rehearsal.  At  six  o'clock  sup- 
per and  dancing  was  held,  enjoyed  by  all.

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CONSTRUCTION  OF  ALUMNI 

GYMNASIUM  NOW  UNDER  WAY 


GROUND  BROKEN  ON  APRIL   11 


Hope   Held  Out  for  Completion   by 
January  1 ,  1950 


On  April  9,  Mr.  Eames  announced  to  the 
student  body  the  immediate  construction  of 
a  new  gymnasium  to  honor  graduates  who 
served  in  the  armed  forces  during  World 
War  II.  The  total  cost  of  the  building,  in- 
cluding grading,  walks,  drives,  parking  lot, 
and  services,  will  be  approximately  $400,000. 
The  entire  amount  has  been  made  available 
by  a  large  number  of  recent  gifts  made  for 
the  purpose  by  alumni,  parents,  trustees, 
and  other  friends  of  the  school. 

In  June,  1947,  an  anonymous  friend  an- 
nounced his  intention  of  providing  a  new 
classroom  building,  including  a  library  and 
science  laboratories,  as  soon  as  lower  build- 
ing costs  permitted.  Steadily  rising  costs 
have  until  this  time  prevented  erecting 
either  the  classroom  building  or  the  new 
gymnasium,  although  a  campaign  for  funds 
for  the  new  gymnasium,  led  by  Mr.  Philip 
M.  Morgan  of  the  Trustees  and  Mr.  Arthur 
W.  Sager  of  the  faculty,  had  been  over- 
subscribed since  Commencement  Day,  June 
1945.  Thus  the  school,  which  had  expected 
to  build  two  buildings,  has  found  itself  un- 
able to  build  either  one. 

Faced  with  this  problem,  the  Trustees  de- 
cided that,  of  the  two  proposed  buildings, 
the  need  for  the  gymnasium  was  more  im- 
mediate and  urgent.  Moreover,  the  school, 
which  had  been  holding  the  generous  gifts 
made  for  the  gymnasium  project,  wished  to 
avoid  further  delay  in  honoring  its  graduates 
who  had  served  in  the  recent  World  War. 

Accordingly,  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Trustees,  the  school's  benefactor  has  agreed 
to  make  a  substantial  gift  toward  the  gym- 
nasium project,  in  order  to  make  that  build- 
ing possible  at  once,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  classroom  building  would  be  indef- 
initely postponed.  The  Trustees  are  exceed- 
ingly grateful  to  this  friend  of  the  school, 
not  only  for  his  great  generosity,  but  for  his 
sympathetic  understanding  of  the  problem 
and  his  willingness  to  subordinate  his  original 
wishes  to  the  school's  present  need. 


The  growth  of  the  Academy  in  recent 
years  has  made  the  Lang  Gymnasium, 
erected  in  1921,  inadequate,  and  the  new 
building,  which  will  provide  lockers  and 
dressing  rooms  for  the  entire  student  body 
of  215  boys,  has  been  sorely  needed.  Con- 
struction by  Horn  Brothers  of  Boston  began 
on  April  11  in  the  hope  that  the  building 
can  be  completed  by  January   1,  1950. 

Designed  by  Kilham,  Hopkins,  Greeley 
&  Brodie  of  Boston,  the  new  gymnasium 
will  be  of  modern  design.  It  will  be  con- 
structed of  white  brick.  Large  panels  of 
glass  blocks  and  generous  use  of  Indiana 
limestone  for  trim  and  supporting  piers  will 
make  the  mass  of  the  building  less  con- 
spicuous. 

Access  to  the  main  gymnasium  floor  will 
be  through  a  memorial  entrance  hall.  The 
main  floor,  75'  x  103',  will  be  large  enough 
to  permit  the  use  of  three  cross  courts  for 
basketball.  The  walls  will  be  faced  with  buff- 
colored  glazed  tile,  and  the  ceiling  will  be 
acoustically  treated. 

On  the  ground  floor  level,  there  will  be 
two  large  general  locker  rooms,  two  home 
team  dressing  rooms,  a  visiting  team  dress- 
ing room,  a  large  wrestling  room,  an  officials' 
dressing  room,  and  a  large  athletic  supply 
room.  Provisions  for  showers  and  dressing 
are  generous  throughout.  Walls  are  faced 
with  glazed  tile  and  floors  are  terrazzo.

PARENTS  OUTS  CORE  FACULTY 

ON  MR.  MERCER'S  WORD  TEST 


Work  on  the  two  new  tennis  courts  an- 
nounced by  Mr.  Eames  at  the  end  of  the 
winter  term  was  begun  during  the  spring 
recess  and  has  now  been  completed  by  the 
Driscoll  Company,  who  built  a  large  number 
of  similar  courts  at  Harvard  last  year. 

The  Governor  Dummer  courts  are  con- 
structed on  a  twelve-inch  layer  of  gravel. 
Two  layers  of  asphalt  and  stone  "hot  top" 
were  laid  on  the  gravel  and  thoroughly  rolled 
with  a  power  roller.  A  layer  of  asphalt  and 
sand  was  applied  next  to  smooth  out  minor 
irregularities  in  the  surface.  Next  came  a  lay- 
er of  cork  granules  held  in  place  by  an  asphalt 
emulsion  and  finally  two  layers  of  asphalt 
and  green  paint  on  which  the  court  lines  are 
painted  with  so-called  "traffic-white." 

Tile  drains  around  the  courts  and  a  defi- 
nite but  imperceptible  slope  of  the  courts 
themselves  provide  near-perfect  drainage 
and  make  the  courts  usable  at  any  time  when 
it  is  not  actually  raining. 


With  the  last  issue  of  The  Archon  there 
was  included  a  copy  of  one  of  the  word  tests 
with  which  Mr.  Mercer  has,  for  the  past  two 
years,  tortured  his  English  classes  and  chal- 
lenged his  colleagues  on  the  faculty.  Readers 
of  The  Archon  were  challenged  to  take  the 
test  and  submit  their  answer  papers  to  Mr. 
Mercer  for  correction. 

A  surprisingly  large  number  of  papers 
were  received.  Each  one  was  corrected  and 
returned  to  the  sender  with  the  following 
letter: 

"Dear  Candidate, 

"Apparently  all  the  tests  are  in  now 
that  are  likely  to  be  returned,  includ- 
ing a  recent  one  from  California,  and 
I  have  gone  through  the  results  with 
some  trepidation,  attempting  to  cor- 
rect them  and  to  establish  a  median 
for  you  who  have  so  gladly  taken  up

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EDITORIAL 

Cooperation  is  the  mainstay  in  any  or- 
ganization. At  school,  where  we  are  so  de- 
pendent on  others,  we  particularly  need  to 
have  a  smoothly  running  plant.  Without  co- 
operation this  would  be  impossible.  From 
the  time  when  we  turn  off  the  alarm  in  the 
morning  until  the  time  when  we  turn  out  the 
light  at  night,  everything  we  do  is  depend- 
ent on  others.  In  the  dining  hall  we  rely  on 
the  kitchen  staff  to  prepare  our  food,  and 
we  count  on  being  helped  by  the  boys  at  our 
table  in  bringing  in  the  food.  As  for  athletics, 
it  is  needless  to  ask  where  our  athletic  teams 
would  be  without  the  cooperation  of  every 
player. 

As  we  are  dependent  on  the  cooperation 
of  the  boys,  so  we  depend  on  many  other 
people  at  the  school  with  whom  we  rarely 
have  the  opportunity  to  talk.  The  kitchen 
staff,  which  so  ably  prepares  our  meals,  and 
the  ground  crew,  which  maintains  the  build- 
ings and  grounds,  are  two  important  groups 
that  unfailingly  cooperate  with  the  rest  of 
the  school.  The  faculty,  which  lives  with  us, 
teaches  us  and  is  on  the  playing  fields  with 
us,  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  making 
Governor  Dummer  the  great  school  that  it  is. 


Fine  all-around  cooperation  was  exempli- 
fied all  during  the  past  term.  Although  the 
boys  were  unable  to  play  hockey  or  to  go 
skiing,  the  spirit  shown  by  the  boys  on  those 
teams  was  a  great  credit  to  the  school.  The 
trip  to  Boston  for  the  hockey  players  and 
the  trips  to  Amesbury  for  the  skiiers  were 
made  possible  only  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  coaches  with  Mr.  Eames  and  the 
teams.  All  of  this  cooperation,  along  with 
the  highly  successful  basketball  season, 
made  the  school  spirit  of  the  last  term  the 
best  in  many  years.

the  gauntlet  flung  in  a  recent  Archon. 
It  is  with  fearful  reluctance  that  I  re- 
turn the  tests,  for  a  number  of  hus- 
bands and  wives  submitted  papers  in 
which  the  answers  were  not  in  agree- 
ment; and  it  isn't  hard  to  see  just  how 
far  out  in  left  field  this  arbiter  will  be 
when  he  unhappily  has  to  agree  with 
one  and  not  the  other. 

"The  faculty  members  would  have 
been  a  bit  audacious,  I  find,  had  they 
authorized  the  challenge  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Archon,  for  the  em-

GROTON  BOWS  TO  GOVERNORS 

IN  TEN-INNING  THRILLER 


Assisted  by  George  Bender,  Ned  Maroni, 
and  Duncan  McCallum  of  the  Governors' 
1948  team,  the  Harvard  Freshmen  earned  a 
7-5  victory  over  the  Governors'  lacrosse 
team  at  Morse  Field  on  April  27. 

The  game  was  played  under  a  scorching 
sun,  and  Harvard  took  an  early  lead  and 
were  ahead  3-1  at  the  end  of  the  first  period. 
But  the  Red  and  White  team  fought  back 
strong  and  pulled  up  to  a  3-3  tie  at  the  end 
of  the  half. 

Beginning  with  a  sudden  burst,  the  Gover- 
nors scored  twice  very  quickly  and  led  5-3 
early  in  the  third  quarter,  but  from  that 
time  Harvard  dominated  the  remainder  of 
the  game. 

Rick  Tyler  and  Johnny  Veasey  scored 
twice  and  Terry  Pyke  scored  once. 


The  Governors  won  again  in  the  tenth 
inning  on  Wednesday,  April  27,  by  beating 
a  strong  Groton  nine  4-3  on  Morse  Field. 
Groton,  a  considerably  stronger  hitting 
team,  proved  its  calibre  as  the  Red  and 
White  team  was  constantly  in  trouble.  Bob 
Gilbert  pitched  and  won  well  deserved 
credit  in  allowing  nine  hits  evenly  spread. 

Gaining  an  unexpected  two-run  lead,  the 
Governors  blew  it  in  the  fifth  inning  and 
went  behind  in  the  seventh  only  to  push 
another  run  across  in  their  half  of  the  sev- 
enth to  send  the  game  into  extra  innings. 
Walks  issued  to  Gilbert  and  Jennings  and  a 
sacrifice  bunt  which  Ash  Eames  beat  out  for 
an  infield  hit  set  the  stage  for  pinch  hitter 
Al  Flynn  to  lay  down  a  squeeze  bunt  which 
was  so  well  placed  that  a  play  was  not  pos- 
sible. On  it  Gilbert  scored  the  winning  run.

ATHLETIC  AWARDS  MADE

The  Governor  Dummer  basketball  team 
closed  an  unusually  successful  season  by 
winning  the  New  England  Preparatory 
School  Class  B  Championship  at  the  Boston 
Garden  on  Saturday,  March  13.
